They Slide Through Senate 
Without Single ‘ No’ Vote 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP)— Major money bills chopping 
more than $13 million from House approved figures slid 
through the Missouri Senate today without a single oppos­ 
ing vote. 
In one-two-three order the Senate passed the bills with­ 
out debae in a fast 20-minute display of unanimity. Vet­ 
eran ob.servers said they never had seen anything like it.

Facilities Needed 
At the Fairgrounds 


JEFFERSON CITY 
(MPA) - 
About 35 hog fanciers appeared 
before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee 
Wednesday 
night 
in 
support of the $200,(X)0 appropria­ 
tion for the completion of the hog 
barn at the State Fair Grounds. 


The committee is considering a 
$19,000,000 omnibus bill that wraps 
up loose ends of the state budget. 
The bill has already been passed 
by the house. 
Jack Kroeck, Jefferson City, su­ 
perintendent of the swine division 
of the State Fair, told the com­ 
mittee that tlw unfinished hog barn 
at the fairgrounds is overcrowded 
and lacks sanitary facilities. He 
said there was 
space 
for only 
1,.500 hogs to be exhibited and at 
least 2,000 entries are received. 
Kroeck said the hog barn is used 
every year by several hundred ex­ 
hibitors “ at least as many as 
members of the legislature.” 
“ What would you do,” he asked 
on toilet and one cold shower for 
the use of all the members of the 
legislature?” 
Kroeck said the $200,000 appro­ 
priation would finish the hog build­ 
ing which is only three-quarters 
complete. He said it would also 
furnish additional toilet facilities 
and make the barn more comfort- 
“ We can get along all right,” 
he said, pointing to the crowd of 
hog fanciers, “but our hogs get 
sick when we have to leave them 
in a tent outside the barn.” Kroeck 
said at least three high-priced hogs 
are lost each year from overcrowd­ 
ing at the fair building. 
Kroeck said the supporters of 
the hog barn appropriation who 
were present this evening are all 
exhibitors at the fair. He said rep­ 
resentatives 
were present from 
Bowling Green, Troy, California, 
Tipton, Brunswick, Corso, Mexico, 
Nelson, St. Elizabeth, Menden and 
Centralia. 
The senate commKtee is also 
considering five other appropria­ 
tions for the State Fair, which in­ 
clude: $78 ,5 00 for remodeling the 
race track; $60,000 for rewiring the 
home economics building, 4-H ex­ 
hibit building, hog barn, commer­ 
cial building agricultural building 
and women’s building; $5 5 ,000 for 
completing the sheep pavilion; $40, 
000 for purchase of additional land 
southeast of the fairgrounds; and 
$16,000 for remodeling the show 
horse warmup ring. 
Coley Ervin, fair superintendent, 
and John Sam 
Willimson, 
state 
commissioner of agriculture, pre­ 
sented the other appropriation re­ 
quests to the committee. A $75 0,000 
appropriation for construction of a 
youth building at the fairgrounds 
was knocked out by the House of 
Representatives. The b u i l d i n g 
would have been used during the 
off season as a highway 
patrol 
academy. 
The senate committee took no 
action on the omnibus bill Wednes­ 
day night but was expected to 
trim the bill closely.

Sedalia Will Have a New Park 
Soon Near Old Covered Bridge 


Reports Local Fallout 
Of First Nuclear Test 
Is ‘Almost Negligible’ 


LONDON (iTV— Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan said today ini­ 
tial reports from Britain’s first 
H-bomb explosion indicate local 
fallout was “ almost negligible.” 
He also told the House of Com­ 
mons the explosion will strengthen 
Britain’s hand in further interna­ 
tional discussions on nuclear dis­ 
armament or control. British pa­ 
pers earlier said it restored Brit­ 
ain’s independence of the United 
States and increased her stature 
as a world power. 
Britain fired her first H-bomb 
yesterday in the Christmas Island 
area of the Pacific despite world 
wide protests—especially from the 
Japanese—that its fallout might 
endanger world health. The bomb 
was dropped from a great height 
over the watery wastes from a 
British bomber. 


Sedalia is to have a new park, 
the Covered Bridge Park, accord­ 
ing to John Vanderk'amp, president 
of the park board.

In the center of the park will be 
a large campfire circle built of 
rocks where groups wanting to 
have campfire outings may do so. 
Sanitary restrooms will be built in 
the park and it will be lighted 
thoughout. 
The section is filled with natural 
beauty, with an abundance of large 
shade trees md, in addition, the 
park will also be landscaped with 
shrubs and flowers 
For many years the people of 
this community have had picnics 
and outings at the covered bridge.

entirely new farm legislation. 
But in a late addition to his 
prepared testimony he tore into 
the move, voted 192-187 by the 
House yesterday, to cut off the 
^ billion dollar acreage reserve 
part of the soil bank program af­ 
ter this year. 
Benson said the action against 
his 
yearling 
plan 
represented 
“ fal.se economy” and amounted 
to prejudgment based on insuffi­ 
cient trial. 
“ If the acreage reserve is not 
permitted 
to 
function 
for 
1958 
crops, there is every likelihood 
that surpluses will pile up still 
further, 
rather than 
diminish,” 
Benson said. 
He added that if land retired 
into the soil bank this year is 
forced back into production next_ 
year, the cost of government price 
supports “will in all probability 
be greater than would have been 
the cost of the acreage reserve 
for 1958 basic crops.” 
“ Surpluses will again pile up at 
the expense of our taxpayers.” 
Benson said 
House 
“ prejudg­ 
ment” was based on partial eval­ 
uation of the soil bank as it oper­ 
ated last year. 
“ Last year the Dpeaiiinent of 
Agriculture publicly warned that 
due to the lateness of passage of 
the soil bank law (Agricultural 
Act of 195 6), the acreage reserve 
could not be expected to have its 
intended effect in full for 1956 
crops 
and 
that 
administrative 
problems were bound to arise,” 
Benson went on. 
Benson said charges have been 
made that the soil bank was cost­ 
ly and wasteful la.st year. 
“ If that is so, why was the De­ 
partment of Agriculture forced to 
put it into effect against the de­ 
partments recommendations?” Mr. 
Benson asked.

Th e Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d 
Record Oil Profits From Su ez Debacle 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — The stockholders reports of 
big corporations u su ally make du ll reading. Bu t 
the reports of the major oil companies this spring 
make fascinating reading. 
They show that the Su ez Canal fiasco may 
hav e pu t the skids u nder Britain as an empire, 
bu t it made beau tifu l mu sic in the cash regis­ 
ters of die big American Oil companies. They 
reaped millions from Britain’s tragedy at Su ez. 
The oil companies had been asked by the 
Eisenhower administration to su pply oil to West­ 
ern Eu rope, formed a semiofllcial committee to 
do so, asked the right to av oid compliance with 
the Sherman Anti-Tru st Act. Then they immedi­ 
ately annou nced a stiff increase in the price 
of oil. 
Hu mble oil, a su bsidiary of Standard of New 
Jersey , led the way with an increase of 35 
to 40 cents a barrel. These two companies are 
controlled by the Rockefeller family which con­ 
tribu ted $152,6 04 to Eisenhower in the ’56 cam­ 
paign. The family of Chris Herter, new Under­ 
secretary of State, inherited its millions from 
Standard of N.J.. while the Du lles law firm 
in New York — Su lliv an and Cromwell — rep­ 
resents Standard of N. J. 
.As a resu lt of the increase. Standard of N..T. 
raked in the whopping total of $27,000,000 in 
net profits du ring the brief first three months 
of this y ear — 16 per cent higher than the 
same period last y ear. 
Biggest profit bonanza from Su ez w'ent to 
Gu lf Oil — 30 per cent du ring the first three 
months of 1957 ov er the same period last y ear. 
Gu lf gets all its oil from the Gu lf of Persia, 
is closely affiliated with Union Oil of California 
of which Undersecretary Herbert Hoov er Jr., 
was ex ecu tiv e v ice president. The Mellon fam­ 
ily . which controls Gu lf, contribu ted $100,150 to 
the Ike campaign last fall. 
’The Tex as Company ’s profits shot u p 23.5 
per cent du ring the first three months of 19.57 
and Board Chairman Au gu stu s Long frankly 
stated in his report to stockholders that the big 
spu rt was du e to Su ez. Tex as is a part owner 
of the Arabian American Oil Co. 
Standard Oil of Ohio ju mped its profits 20 
per cent du ring the first three months, despite 
the fact that its v olu me increased only 3 per 
cent. Cly de T. Foster, president of Sohio, admit­ 
ted that the Su ez crisis was responsible. 
Socony Mobil and Standard of California, both 
part owners of the Arabian American Oil Co., 
each ju mped its profits 13 per cent, while Sin­ 
clair increased 8 per cent despite the fact that 
sales increased only 1.8 per cent.

President Eisenhower has refu sed to film a 
special message for the annu al fou rth of Ju ly 
celebration at Philadelphia’s Independence Hall, 
birthplace of American independence. 
Answering for the President,

No bets are being taken on the 
ou tcome of this new age becau se 
it still has to be prov ed that peo­ 
ple hav e enou gh sense not to start 
something that’s going to get them 
killed. 
It’s comforting to the United 
States that its ally Britain now

prov es only two things for im­ 
mediate pu rposes: d» the British 
had brains and 
ability and re­ 
sou rces enou gh to make them and 
(2) they weren’t kidding when on 
April 4 they annou nced a startling 
change in their defense setu p. 
On that date the British, con­ 
v inced 
they can’t defend 
their 
small island in the era of hy dro­ 
gen bombs in the nose of inter­ 
continental missiles, said they ’d 
depend for defense on their ability 
to dish ou t equ al catastrophe on 
any one — meaning Ru ssia — w'ho 
started a war. 
For the nex t three to fiv e y ears 
Britain’s ability to retaliate will 
depend 
on 
bombers 
carry ing 
atomic and hy drogen bombs man­ 
u factu red in Britain. Then they 
will be sticking the bombs in the 


nose of missiles prov ided by the 
United States. 
And, since the British are go­ 
ing to depend for safety against 
nu clear attack on ihe power of 
nu clear discou ragement, they will 
redu ce their army , nav y and air 
force. 
When they made the .April an­ 
nou ncement it was still not known 
they had been able to 
produ ce 
hy drogen 
weapons. 
.Apparently 
they had. So they weren’t blu ffing 
when they disclosed their new pol­ 
icy of defense.

Speech Therapist 
Crippled Children’s Center 
Since children learn to talk by 
Imitating the speech they hear, a 
hearing loss is a deterrent to 
speech dev elopment. 
There are 
v ary ing degrees of hearing loss, 
from mild to total. 
Those whose 
loss is so sev ere that they cannot 
hear speech ev en with amplifica­ 
tion are known as deaf. 
Others 
are called hard of hearing. 
The 
deaf child cannot, on his own, ac­ 
qu ire speech. With help, many of 
them do acqu ire intelligible speech. 
The speech of the hard of hearing 
will be defectiv e, u nless the los.s is 
v ery mild, or u nless help is giv en 
him. 
Help shou ld be prov ided at an 
early age, probably by age three. 
. It will u su ally be desirable to work 
with a speech therapist. 
If no 
speech therapist is av ailable, the 
parents will need to inform them­ 
selv es as to special methods that 
are necessary . 
The first step for helping the hard 
of hearing child is to prov ide am­ 
plification so that he can hear. In 
cases of mild loss, it may be ade­ 
qu ate merely to speak lou dly . 
In 
others, amplification is indicated. 
There are many instru ments for 
that pu rpose, from v ery simple de­ 
v ices to qu ite complex ones. What­ 
ev er is u sed shou ld be tested on 
the child inv olv ed before pu rchase. 
An instru ment that will amplify 
from a microphone, from record­ 
ings. and from radio will allow the 
child mu ch more listening ex peri­ 
ence than one that u ses only a 
microphone. 
The ex tra listening 
will not only prov ide pleasu re for 
the child. It will also prov ide need­ 
ed au ditory stimu lation that will 
improv e his skill in listening to 
speech. Understanding speech re­ 
qu ires qu ite discriminativ e listen­ 
ing, for in speech the sou nds are 
blended together in v ery rapid 
mov ements. 
When we hear the 
word "Sedalia," for ex ample, we 
hav e heard sev en different sou nds 
in the short lime requ ired to say 
that word. Ex tra listening, au ditory 
training, will enable y ou ng ears to 
catch the sou nds that flit by . 
Speech drill with an amplifier 
will follow mu ch the same princi­ 
ples as wou ld be u sed with a hear­ 
ing child. The child will learn to 
talk in this "concentrated listen­ 
ing” situ ation by , (1) imitating the 
.speech sou nds he hears .and (2) 
by watching the mou th mov ements 
of the helper. 
This last is qu ite 
important. 
Most parents will not 


know what mov ements take place 
in the mou th to produ ce any giv en 
sou nd. 
They can help their child 
to learn speech faster if they will 
acqu ire that knowledge. 
It is not 
practical to describe here how each 
sou nd is produ ced, so parents will 
hav e to be left on their own. .Most 
of them are Intelligent enou gh to 
concentrate on the way they them­ 
selv es produ ce any giv en sou nd, 
observ ing the position and mov e­ 
ments of tongu e, lips, and jaw. 
repeating the sou nd ov er and ov er 
u ntil they are su re they know what 
to tell, or show, the child abou t 
how to produ ce the sou nd. 
In a 
later article principles for corerct- 
ing speech errors will be presented 
in some detail. 
The totally deaf child will not, of 
cou rse, benefit from amplification. 
The only way he can learn to talk 
is to memorize the mu scle sensa­ 
tions he feels as he learns to pro­ 
du ce v oice, and each of the near 
forty speech sou nds in ou r langu ­ 
age. To do that may seem impos­ 
sible, bu t it is not with proper in­ 
stru ction. 
It requ ires concentra­ 
tion and persev erance, bu t many 
deaf people hav e good speech. 
Withou t knowing he has done so, 
the deaf child will hav e u sed his 
v oice in cry ing, lau ghing, and in 
many emotional reactions. 
Thu s, 
he has the fou ndation on which a 
speaking v oice can be bu ilt. Cor­ 
rect mu scle fu nctioning for speech 
mu st, of cou rse, be acqu ired be­ 
fore it can be remembered, and 
become the habitu al pattern. The 
ability to phonate (produ ce v oice) 
at will natu rally precedes efforts 
to produ ce words. The child mu st 
memiwize the patterns of breath­ 
ing for speech, and the positions 
of the throat and v oice box du ring 
phonation. 
He will acqu ire some 
sense of what is needed by feeling 
the throat and the breathing mov e­ 
ments of the teacher du ring v oice 
produ ction. 
By prolonged ex peri­ 
menting, he can learn how mu ch 
breath to u .se for an adequ ately 
lou d v oice for speech. 
He will 
learn pitch and tone v ariation from 
feeling the teacher’s throat, and 
ex perimenting u ntil the teacher in­ 
forms him he has what is needed. 
In like manner, he will feel the 
face and throat of the teacher, and 
will watch the lips, jaw, and ob­ 
serv able mov ements of the tongu e 
to learn to produ ce words. Pictu res 
or objects or signs will be u sed to 
show the child what word is being 
spoken. Only a few words will be 
u sed a t a time, a nd practice will 


be continu ed u ntil those words are 
fairly well mastered. 
Words that 
u se the lips, and only the front of 
the tongu e, shou ld be u sed at first 
so that the child can hav e the bene­ 
fit of seeing the words spoken. By 
feeling the throat of the teacher, 
the child can learn how the sou nds 
of "k" and "g" are produ ced. 
Drawing pictu res, or u sing the 
palm of one hand to represent the 
top of the mou th, and the other 
hand, the tongu e, maj help the 
child to learn to produ ce those 
sou nds that u se parts of the tongu e 
he cannot see. 
Teaching the deaf child to talk 
is a v ery slow process. 
Teachers 
will often feel they had as well qu it 
try ing. 
The rewards of .su ccess, 
howev er, are well worth ev ery mo­ 
ment of effort. 
Most deaf and hard of hearing 
children will acqu ire mu ch lip 
reading on their own. Parents may 
facilitate it, howev er, by hav ing 
the child watch the mou th while 
the child knows what is being talk­ 
ed abou t, bu t not all that is being 
said.

The heart 
of the argu ment inv olv es missile 
weapons. And the sou rce of the 
trou ble is that new weapon sy s­ 
tems hav e obliterated the tradi­ 
tional lines of distinction among 
the serv ices. 
Ex amples to illu strate this point 
follow: By the classic concept the 
primary role of the Nav y is to 
destroy its enemy cou nterpart and 
achiev e control of the seas.

House A gricultural Group Studies High 
Cost of Living, Low Return to F armer 


LaMo nte Friendship Q ub Ho lds Meelinjf

WASHINGTON —(NEA)— Co n- 
gresi has started to investigate 
the high co st o f living fo r everyo ne 
and lo w returns to the farm er. 
A Ho use Agricultural subco m­ 
mittee is asking Department o f 
Agriculture marketing 
e x pe r t s 
abo ut the gro wing influence o f the 
superm arket o n the American fo o d 
budget. They want to kno w what’s 
in tho se pretty packages with fetch­ 
ing premiums and streamlined car­ 
to ns with no wo rk fo r mo ther. 
Ho w much is fo o d fo r the family 
and ho w much is expensive frills? 
Omer W. Herrmann, deputy ad­ 
m inistrato r o f Agricultural Market­ 
ing Service, gave o ne answer. 
“ Custo mers are mo re and mo re 
being attracted by co nvenience and 
service,” he testified. “Under such 
circumstances retailers, in particu­ 
lar, lo o k fo r new pro mo tio nal tech 
niques." 
E arl L. Butz, assistant ^ r e - 
tary o f Agriculture, addressing a 
canners_gro up, hinted w hyjiictuals 
stuffed with built-in services and 
“ impro ved 
merchandising 
tech­ 
niques” co st mo re. 
“ The essence o f self-.service re­ 
tailing is that pro ducts must sell 
themselves,” Butz explained. “ As 
a result, vast expenditures fo r ad 
vertising and pro mo tio n have be­ 
co me necessary to make co nsuni 
ers pro duct and brand co nscio us.’ 
Marketing researchers warn that 
marketing co sts will make up ao 
increasing share o f the co nsum 
e r’s fo o d do llar. 
Urban 
and 
suburban 
families 
with an average inco me will spend 
abo ut $500 mo re fo r fo o d this year 
than 10 years ago . The Ho use co m 
mittee wants to kno w ho w much 
mo re essential fo o d per extra do 
lar spent will stick to o ur kids 
ribs and ho w much will go fo r 
pro cessing, pro mo ting and trading 
stamps. 
The men who gro w, catch o r 
herd the fo o d fo r the family dinner 
plate will get o nly $45 o f that $500 
ante. Eco no mists predict the farm 
er’s share will co ntinue to dimln 
ish. In 1955, fo r example, it was 
less than in any year since the 
early 30’s. 
Abo ut $400 o f that inflated fo o d 
budget will go to pro cesso rs, trans­ 
po rtatio n peo ple, packers, canners 
and middlemen. A big hunk will 
be grabbed by advertising and mo ­ 
tivatio nal 
research 
experts, 
TV 
stAI's and publicity bo ys. 
All these peo ple co ntribute to 
yo ur higher standard o f living. But 
yo u can’t eat them . 
Go vernment eco no mists 
repo rt 
that in 1955. city families were 
spending o n an average $32 a week 
to feed their families. That was 
$6 mo re than in 1948. To day’s fig­ 
ure is higher. 
The fact that families have in­ 
creased their fo o d expenditures by 
abo ut 25 per cent indicates what 
is so metimes referred to as “up­ 
grading” o f the diet—either by use 
o f mo re expensive fo o ds o r inclu-^ 
sio n oi services, such as preco o k-* 
ing, they repo rt. 
This upgrading — 
« ctra services 
« nd fanci« ' pro cesnng—has added 
six billio n do llars a year to so st 
o f marketing fo o d. 
’This sho uld indicate thi^ to day 
we are better fed in term s o f o ur 
nutritio nal requirements. 
But the Nutritio n Educatio n Co n­ 
ference in Washingto n last mo nth 
revealed that altho ugh o ur fo o d 
expenditures fo r urban families 
had increased o ne-fo urth between 
1948 and 1955, diet impro vement 
had no t kept pace despite the 6,000 
item s o n superm arket shelves.

o f 1955, ciMicluded; Regardless erf 
fatter take ho me pay envelo pes 
and the multiplicatio n o f new can­ 
ned and fro zen fo o ds, the co untry 
as a who le needs better diets. 
In 1930, during the depressio n, 
studies disclo sed that o ne-third o f 
o ur family diets were po o r o r very 
po o r. By 1948 the number dro w>e<i 
to o ne o ut o f 10. 
The bread and flo ur enrichment 
pro gram , started at the time o f 
the Natio nal Nutritio nal Co nference 
fo r Defense in 1941, was a big 
impro vement facto r.
